IHSAA Loses 
Case, Looks 
Like Winner 


VALPARAISO, Ind. (AP) — 
Despite losing the court fight 
over its suspension of Gary 
West, the Indiana High School 
Athletic Association came out 
looking like a winner in the 
long run. 
Porter Superior Court Judge 
Russell Willis Jr. set eaide the 
one-year 
suspension 
Friday, 
saying Gary West was denied a 
proper hearing. 
The penalty was imposed by 
the IHSAA Board of Control 
May 12 after a six-week investi­ 
gation into disorders following 
the state high school basketball 
championship game 
in 
Bloo­ 
mington. 
In barring enforcement of the 
suspension, however, Willis re­ 
manded the case to the IHSAA 
for a full hearing. And the 
judge said if that hearing, to be 
held “not sooner than six weeks 
or later than eight weeks” from 
Friday, allows due process of 
law, the IHSAA still may im­ 
pose 
a 
penalty 
against the 
school, 
Willis reaffirmed the associ­ 
ation’s stand that it is a volun­ 
tary group with the right to 
make and interpret its own 
rules within reason. 
“The association must have 
the 
power 
to 
investigate 
breaches of its rules and have 
the power and responsibility to 
impose a proper penalty,” Will­ 
is said in a written report. 
“The exercise oí these pow­ 
ers, however, carries with it 
the 
responsibility to 
give a 
proper hearing to one accused 
before 
that accused is con­ 
demned.” 
This, in effect, echoes the 
1959 Indiana Supreme Court de­ 
cision that the IHSAA baa used 
as a basis for defense in litiga­ 
tion. 
Judge Willis, who took tha

31. said evidence presented to 
the board of control was “hap­ 
hazardly adduced, based upon 
hearsay which was baaed upon 
hearsay.”

Hog counting is an ancient and honor­ 
able profession with hundreds of full­ 
time practitioners scattered through the 
corn-and-hog belt, including 12 at the In­ 
dianapolis Stockyards.' 
The stockyards routine that starts a 
porker from the truck to the sausage 
stuffing machine hasn’t varied much in 
a hundred years. 
The driver backs up to the dock and 
tells his commission man (seller) and the 
stockyards workers that he has a cer­ 
tain number of hogs aboard. 
The animals are shunted into a receiv­ 
ing pen, then herded through a gate into 
a chute leading to one of the numbered 
holding pens where meat packers make 
their bids. Two counters tally the hogs as 
they leave the holding pen. If they don’t 
agree with the trucker's count, they do it 
again. 
It would be kindergarten stuff if the 
pigs would stroll down the chute in 
single file. Either from innate stubborn­ 
ness or sudden intimations of mortality, 
they angrily refuse to do this. 
A half-dozen shoats will sprint through 
the gate. Then a dozen will jam up in the 
exit and two or three will back off. with 
ear-piercing squeals. Three will charge 
the opening and two will shift into re­ 
verse in a cloud of dust. 
“I make mistakes every day,” confess­ 
es Harry Stonebraker, á 
Veedersburg, 
Ind., native who has been a professional 
hog counter for 24 years. 
“It’s harder than it used to be,” he ex­ 
plains. “because most of the hogs now 
have been fed in pens. When they come 
off the truck they’re getting their feet 
on the earth for the first time and they 
don’t trust it.” 
“Sheep are easier to count,” Stone­ 
braker says. “You get one to go through 
the gate and the rest of the load tags 
along behind it.” 
Newman Doyle, a U. S. Department of 
Agriculture livestock inspector at the In­ 
dianapolis yards for 18 years, says the 
human counting of livestock shipments 
is universal. 
“I don’t suppose there ever will be a 
mechanical device that can do it,” Doyle 
said. “It’s a knack and it takes a lot of 
experience.” 
The counters have their traditional 
hero, just as woodmen and railroad gangs 
do. He was a big man, inaccurately called 
Redeye Joe, who used to arrive at the In ­ 
dianapolis yards giving off a whisky 
aroma that almost — but not quite — 
smothered the reek of the pens. 
Fellow yardmen would prop Joe against 
one of the board fences and he would 
count arriving hogs. The 
tradition is 
that he divided his count by two and 
never, but never, made a mistake.

Christians are just as much afflicted 
with infirmities of the body and mind as 
are unbelievers. A diseased body is not 
to be taken as evidence of being out of 
the will of God. Nor should a Christian 
who has sought divine healing and been 
denied feel that they are somehow out of 
the will of God. 
There are also infirmities of the mind 
that plague the Christian. The Scriptures 
never require perfection of mind in order 
to please God. But, oh, how Satan will 
fight us through the avenue of the mind! 
The Apostle Paul realized this and wrote 
that we were to try and bring “into cap­ 
tivity every thought” to the obedience of 
Christ. (II Cor. 10:5). As a safeguard 
against the encroachment of the enemy 
he exhorted the Philippian Christians to 
“let this mind be in you, which was also 
in Christ Jesus” (Philip. 2:5). And again, 
“For consider him that endured such 
contradiction of sinners against himself, 
lest ye be 
wearied and faint in your 
minds.” (Heb. 12:3). St. Peter warned, 
“Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be sober.” (I Pet. 1:13). 
Because of the imperfection of the 
mind there will be mistakes of mind and 
judgment committed by the best of 
Christians.

New Yorker Held 
For Reported

NEW YORK (AP) — Andrew 
B Topping was held in $500.000 
bail today on charges of threat­ 
ening and attempting to kill 
President Nixon. 
Topping, 27, was seized in 
Central Park Friday after al­ 
legedly paying $1.000 to a Se­ 
cret Service agent posing as a 
killer for hire. Topping report­ 
edly told the agent he hoped 
the assassination would come 
by early next week. 
Federal 
officials said the 
charge of knowingly attempting 
to kill the President carries a 
maximum sentence of life im­ 
prisonment. 
Conviction 
for 
threatenng the President’s life 
can bring a sentence of up to 
five years and a $1,000 fine. 
Asst. U.S. Atty. William B. 
Gray said Topping was under a 
routine investigation after re­ 
questing an appointment with 
Nixon when a man claiming to 
know oTpping told the Secret 
Service that the suspect had 
tried to enlist his help in find­ 
ing someone to kill the Presi­ 
dent.Gray said an undercover 
agent, Stewart J. Henry, met 
with Topping Thursday night 
and then again Friday at the 
Central Park Boat Basin where 
Topping allegedly paid the 
money.
